‘Nashville, Tenn., Sept. 20— 
For ten days the largest represen- 
tative body of colored men ever 
assembled in America, bas gath. 
ered bere at Nashville and ad- 
journed last Tuesday. The prime 
object of this gathering 18 to con- 
centrate the denominational work 
‘n relation to home and foreign 
missions. To this end represen. 
tatives from all the various migs- 
jonary bodies, Of the United 
States, were present’ with the 
purpose to unity and form a 
centralized power looking to the 
accomplishment Of all missionary 
work heretofore performed by 


these indevidual bands. As waa} Langston ! ‘Moses of the South” 


expected, unification proved the 
boue of contention. The fieree 
onslaught was led in a furious 
manner by Rev. W. H. Brook’s 
springing the color line and 
charging irregularities the 
management Of whiie missionary 
societies. He contended that 
only colored bodies should organ- 
ize. That white societies gave 
colored people no credit for work 
p-rformed by them. Here the 
trouble was created. The. white 
missionary societies had means 
but could not furnish men Many 
agreed to coalition, but Brooks 
fought stubbonly and was tbe 
maip factor in muddling the issue. 
Our meeting continued until 4. 
o’clock a, m. Our sharp tongued 
orator exhibited many of the 
elements of a mule. He proved a 
complete snag. It must be con- 
feased, however, that there were 
times in his discuasion and argu 
ment that the very goddess of 
eloquence perched on his brow. 
Rev. Brooks, in aadition, has 
rendered valuablecommittee work 
and bis deliberations have aided 
much in the formation of a 
national body. 
Rev, W. B. Johnson been 
one of the most efficient com- 
mitteemen in the body. He ac- 
cupied no time in speech mak- 
ing though repeatedly called 
upon, His sermen on Sunday 
night serves as a signal teature of 
the convention. More than fifteen 
handred people crowded Spruee 
st. church to listan to a Washing- 
fon representative. “The develop 
ment of benevolence among the 
eolured peop'e,” was the subject. 
Space prevents synopsis. But it 
Wus the unanimous verdict that it 
Was the ablest thing delivered 
before the convention, with the 
possible exception of Dr. W. J. 
Simmons and Prof. C. H. Parish, 
both of whom preached doctrinal 
sermous.
